DOVER, England, Aug. 3.—(/)— 
Miss Clarabelle Barrett of New Ro- 
chelle, N. Y., failed in her attempt to 
swim the English channel. She got 
within two miles of Cape Gris Nez, 
France, when she had to be: taken out 
of the water because she was in an 
exhausted condition. 

Miss Barrett started her swim at 8 
o’clock yesterday morning. She was 
in the water for 21 hours and 35 min- 
utes, it being 5:35 a. m. when she was 
forced to give up her attempt. 

Shortly after she had been taken 
from the water into the convoying 
launch, Miss Barrett said: 


“Iam very sorry I have failed like | 


this.” 

During the swim Miss Barrett cov- 
ered between thirty and forty miles, 
being carried hither and thither by the 
swift tides. Fog caused the pilot boat 
to lose its bearings. 

The New Rochelle woman was beat- 
en not so much by the current, but by 


| the fog which persisted from 10 o'clock 


last night and which caused the pilot 
to lose his way. 

During the swim Miss Barrett ate a 
good deal of fruit—bananas, apples, 
and lemons, and every half hour she 


drank plentifully of “hot tea. Walter. | 


Brickett, trainer of Miss Barrett, said 
she probably would not attempt to 
swim the channel again this year, but 
she certainly would attempt it in 1927. 


Man Attempts Channel Swim. 

DOVER, Eng., Aug. 3.—{U, N.J+ 
When dawn broke over the English 
channel and a little group of early 
morning swimmers at Calais were 
awaiting the arrival of Miss Clarabelle 


Barrett, an American swimming in- |. 


structress who at last report was only 
seven tiles from the French coast, 
Olaf Farstad, Norwegian policeman, 
had begun his second attempt in a 
week to conquer tha, trenehoralle chan- 
nel. 
Swimming strongly against the tides 
and chill waters which heretofore de- 
fied the attempts of women natators, 
Miss Parrett at 8:30 o’clock last night 
was only seven miles from Calais. She 
started from Dover at.8 a. m. 


Not Bothered by Fog. 

A fog which had settled over the 
channel early in the afternoon appar- 
ently did not trouble the American 
weman. She had reached mid-channel 
in almost record time, and left the 
worst of the weather behind her. 

Farstadt entered the water at Cape 
Gris-Nez, France, at 3:30 o'clock this 
morning. Three Norwegian trainers 
‘and a crowd which awaited news of 
Miss Barrett saw him off. 

The Norwegian has broken all train- 
ing-rules. He said that he wasn't 
worried about tides. He ate a dozen 
eggs last night and declared that he 
was feeling fine. 

“I am going to do it,” he said, 

Man Swimmer Balked. 

That conditions were* not unduly 
favorable was shown by the fact that 
Dr. George Brewster, a London physi- 
cian, who set out from a point five 
miles east of Dover at 11 a. m. yester- 
day, was forced to give up late in the 
afternoon. 

Miss Barrett, whose home is in New 
Rochelle, N. ¥., was made of sterner 
stuff, however. She kept swimming 
steadily towards the gray rocks of the 
French shore, breasting adverse 
when she encountered them with 
parently unlimited courage.

lam sure, countrymen, that you will 
never know your greatest countryman, 
Abraham Lincoln, until you make the 
pligrimage to old Salem in Illinois, 
hamlet where he passed from raw, un- 
tutored youth to strong, sapient man- 


hood. 

I mean knowing him as neighbor, 
friend, struggler, aspirer, lover, and 
mourner; I mean knowing him in the 
Yntimate, homely way in which he— 
-gtrangely enough—-can be known to 
you even in this, the sixty-first year 
after his death. In old Salem he takes 
possession of yOu now even as ninety 
years ago When still.in his twenties, 
he masterfully took possession of that 
community. 

Hither he came in 1831 when he was 
twenty-two years old and heré he dwelt 
until 1837. Spiritually and culturally 
those six years were the formative 
years of his life. Here he was hewer 
of wood and drawer of water, but here 

was he eager reader of Shake-' 
gpeare and Burns—and of the great | 
horizon pushing book, Paine’'s “ Age of | 
Reason.” Here he devoured the vol- 
umes of Blackstone which he had 
bought for 50 cents—some say a dol- 
lar—frém an encumbered pioneer who 
was pushing on, and in old Salem today 
you will see the Onstott cooper shop 
where, by the light of the cooper’s 
shavings, he read those books. I said 
“devoured.” So did he. “ Never,” 
said he years afterward, “never in my 
whole life was my mind so thoroughly 
I read until I devoured 


Yown of Treasured Memories. 
Old Salem—‘“‘ New Salem” in his 
time—never ceased to mean much to 
Lincoln. Always he treasured his 
memories of it—liked to yarn with old- 
timers about it—and in it he expected

Three Salems in Illinois. 

In planning your Salem pilgrimage, 
beware lest you become confused. 

There are three Salems in Illinois— 
the ¢onsiderable town of Salem that 
is capital of Marion county, south of 
Vandalia, and New Salem in Pike 
cotnty, and this Lincolnian old New 
Salem, which is the one you want, but 
which now has no postoffice identity 
at all. In traveling your pilgrimage 
you must think. solely of “ Old Salem 
State park,” Petersburg, Ill.,in Menard 
county. Petersburg, county seat and 
population around 3,000, is fifty miles 
southwest of Peoria, as the crow flies. 
and 20 miles «northwest of Spring- 
field. Reachirix either of those large 
towns you will fina plenty obliging per- 
sons to give you the specific routes to 
Petersburg. 

The roads are good and the scenery 
beautiful. Chicagoans, making the pil- 
gtimage leisurely—via Peoria—will 
reach Petersburg in the late afternoon

“Salem”"—the old biblical word 
meaning “peace,” you know. Peace, 
perfect peace, broods over and blesses 
this lovely Salem, two miles outside 
the Petersburg where you will wish 
to lodge for the night. "Tis a serene, 
stately promontory of green pushing 
out into a quiet sea“of prairie and 
woodland. That is its note—the calm- 
ness of a sunny, happy sea! 


Now a Deserted Village. 

In its most active days, which were 
in the mid-thirties, Salem never had 
more than twenty-five structures, and 
now it is a.veritable deserted village 
save for its thronging memories. 

In 1839 the then new Menard county 
was carved out of Lincoln’s old Sanga- 
mon county, and Petersburg, more ac 
cessible than high throned New Salem, 
was made the county seat. 


That was New Salem’s doom as a 
community but, by one of the more 
gracious ironies of time, it was also its 
everlasting preservation in its aspect 
as that aspect was when Lincoln there 
dwelt and fought and won; its preser- 
vation in amber, so to speak, as seme- 
time we see beautiful forms of life so 
preserved. 

Most of the Salemites moved bag 
and baggage, and some of them house 
and housage down into Petersburg. 
The matter of moving the houses was 
lucky, too. The cooper, Henry Onkbtott, 
for example, took down his New Salem 
combination home and shop of logs and 
set it up again in Petersburg, and ulti- 
mately he sheathed the log structure 
with boards because, I suppose, that 
made it more stylish. The important 
point for us is that the sheathing per- 
fectly preserved the logs. 


Old Cooper Shop Preserved. 

So when the fine work began eight 
years ago of restoring the deserted vil- 
lage to its aspect of Lincoln's time it 
was possible to figure on bringing 
the actual old cooper shop of split wal- 
nut logs in which Lintoln had read 
Blackstone—the most important thing 
that ever Hi ned to him—back to 
its original . Three years ago that 
possibility was lovingly worked out by 
Menard county men of the “Old Salem 
Lincoln league,” a goodly organization 
which Lloyd George thought it worth 
while to join and which you can join 
for $4. I think you ought to, for there 
is much important work of restoration 
still to be done, albeit the state of I)li- 
nois now owns “Old Salem State 
park” and pays for its care. 

Buildings of the village that had 
rotted away even by the time Mr. Lin- 
coln died are being replaced by careful 
replicas constructed after pictures in 
old county annals and after the testi- 
mony of Salem residents who lived 
nearly 80 years after the town was 
abandoned. 

The work is being so tactfully done 
that no beauty is blemished. The sem- 
blance of a vanished era is perfect, and 
the “‘association places ’—the tavern, 
the stores, the homes, the well, the 
paths—of a great life are eloquently 
and subtly imparted to you. Every 
glade, every glimpse of water, every 
field in these eighty acres*of shrine 
speak to you of Lincoln. 

It is biography in natural panorama. 

And the most poignant page in the 
beautiful book I have yet to unfold to

terias for between 70 and 80 cents, or

Pays City Percentage.

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RUM SEIZURE OF U. S. 
SHIP ON HIGH SEAS 
UPHELD IN COURT TEST 


{Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—[Spe 
clal.J—Efforts of the coast guard to 


; stamp out rum running in American 


territorial waters by vessels of Amer- 
ican registry are given strong sup- 
port, the department of justice an- 
nounced today. An opinion of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
reverses a Connecticut federal district 
court ruling and holds that American 
vessels engaged in jllicit trade may 
be searched and seized wherever 
found. 

On Dec. 7, 1924, an American ves- 
sel, the Underwriter, was seized by the 
coast guard on the high seas 35 miles 
off Block island and was found to 
have a cargo of 811 cases of liquor 
for which it had no transportation 
permit. In the federal] district court 
it was contended that the coast guard 
had no right to seize a vessel on the 
high seas, regardless of its nationality. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals, how- 
ever, held that the right of jurisdic- 
tion over vessels owhed by a nation’s 
subjects authorizes the detention and 
commends the capture of the vessels 
found on the high seas where there 
is reason to believe that the law is 
being violated.

LAYMEN AND LAW REFORM. 


Here is a picture of proceedings in a British 
court. We ask otr readers to give it some thought. 
We ask especially such of our readers as are active 
in business and civic organizations to think what 
it means—and, as we shall later propose, to trans- 
late their thought into action. 

Here is the picture: 


“Obviously there is a right way to do th'ngs, 
whfch is followed almost unconsciously by the 


_eourt and counsel. Things proceed with a friction- 


less rapidity and a vigorous directness which is 
fairly alarming to a conservative disciple of the 
traditional common law procedure. Before one 
realizes that the case is fully under way, counsel 
announces that they rest, the jury is instructed so 
clearly and so naturally that one is astonished at 
the simplicity 6f the issues. Decisions are reached 
by the jury with the most businesslike promptness. 

“ The court seems like a commercial organization 
in which the participants are devoting their undi- 
vided attention to the investigation, discussion, and 
decision of a problem which they are there to solve. 
There is no lost time and no lost motion. Every 
step counts. It is a court conducted by highly 
trained lawyers in the manner of highly trained 
business executives. One can feel at every turn 
that the ideal before it is not regularity but eff 
ciency. The public, not the profession, is obviously 
ir. ultimate control.” 

The foregoing description is from an article on 
procedural reform by Prof. Sunderland of the law 
school of the University of Michigan. Thé article 
lias been appeafing in instalimients on the editorial 
page of Tums Sunpar Trrsunm. It has deserved 
the careful reading of lawyers, and also, perhaps 
especially, that of laymen, The paragraphs quoted 
above we repeat because they present ina vivid 
and graphic report what our court procedure 
should be and may be and most deplorably is not. 


The picture, moreover, is one which the layman 
can understand, and we are beginning to believe 
that procedural reform of any thoroughgoing sort 
depends upon the layman rather than the lawyer. 
For. years the legal profession has been exhorted 
by its own members to reform the scandalous 
mechanism of our American administration of the 
laws, but results have been trifling compared to 
the task to be done. It is probable that powerful 
lay organization must enter the movement. The 
profession seems not able to supply enough energy 
te break through the inertia and the resistance 
inherent in the situation. | 

But we are beginning to think laymen are needed 
not only to bring pressure compelling reform but 
also to shape it. On this suggestion we would 


quote Prof. Sunderland again on British experience. 


The first reform commission in 1850 was all pro- 
fessional, but the addition of laymen was immedi- 
ately demanded and the proportion of laymen in 
steadily increased. 
The last commission, that of 1913, consisted of 
three professionals and eight laymen, including the 
chairman, Viscount St., Aldwyn, who conducted 
most of the examinations of witnesses. Says Prof. 
Sunderland: “The attitude of the commission, 
while friendly to legal witnesses, was detached 
and objective,.and was free from the inevitable 
limitations which legal preconceptions would have 
imposed on the scope and character of the investi- 
gation.” 

‘Discussing the American situation, Prof. Sunder- 
land says: “In the case of the legal profession the 
habitual use of a fixed procedure has made the 
American lawyers utterly incapable of appreciating 
how absurd are the technicalities which cripple 
its usefulness. No group of business men wotld 
ever voluntarily consent to use such awkward, 
slow, and ineffective methods in the conduct of 
their business. They would go bankrupt if they 
tried it. But the courts are established and sup- 


_ ported by the state, and although litigants may 
* . become bankrupt in using them, the courts them- 


selves are subjected to no economic test of their 
right to survive.” 

Some acceleration of the glacial movement of the 
profession toward procedural reform has been tried 
of late by warnings that if the profession will not 
do the job, ill-advised tinkering or destructive exper- 
iment eventually would be tried by an exasperated 
public. E>vidently the threat has not been taken 
seriously by the profession. Perhaps it was an 
empty threat, not because the public is incapable 


of an intelligent indignation against the law's 
\ delays, but because if its indignation puts reform 
, in the right hands, that is in the hands of regpon- 


sible and able laymen, it is more likely to be a 
thorough as well as a sound reform than if it were 
left to lawyers. 


We think the subject of thoroughgoing judicial 
reform should be given attention by our leading 
business organizations. We are fortunate in hav- 
ing British experience and British accomplishment 
to draw upon. It would not be difficult for a repre- 
sentative committee of laymen to acquire a know!l- 
edge of our conditions or of practicable means of 
getting rid of them and replacing our cumbrous, 
wasteful, and tardy organization and procedure 
with a system worthy of American practical gentus.

MR. EKERN OF CHICAGO 
AND WISCONSIN. 


W. Stanley Smith, candidate for the Republican 
nomination for governor in Wisconsin, says that 
bis opponent, Herman lL. Ekern, present attorney 
general, has violated the ethics of public office. 

Mr. Ekern is both attorney general of Wiscon- 
sin and a member of the Chicago law firm of 
Ekern & Myers. Mr. Smith, until he resigned 
two months ago to enter the campaign for gov- 
ernor, was state insurance commissioner under 
Gov. Blaine, who is himself now running for the 
United States senate against Senator Lenroot. 


Mr. Smith says that as insurance commissioner 
he came in contact with Attorney Genera] Ekern 
as a member of the law firm of Ekern & Myers, 
specializing tn insurance matters. He says that 
Ekern’s income tax returns show that he got from 
twice to four times more income as a member of 
the Chicago law firm than he got from the state 
of Wisconsin. “ There were several cases,” says 
Smith, “in which the state was in controversy 
with companies in which Ekern was interested 
either as a director, stockholder, or legal represent- 
ative. I asked Gov. Blaine to appoint special 
counsel] for the state in these cases, which he did. 
But the big fight with Hkern was a court action. 
I prepared a recodification of the Wisconsin insur- 
ance laws which were in need of general revision. 
Ekern appeared before the legislature against that 
bill and succeeded in defeating it by one vote.” 

Senator La Follette, chief of the Blaine-Ekern 
organization, has been asked what he thought of 
Mr. Ekern of Wisconsin and Chicago, but had 
nothing to say. Mr. Ekern has been asked for 
a statement, but at this writing has not made 
any to explain his Chicago connections and their 
relations to his duties as attorney general of the 
state. 

These relations may prove important and inter- 
esting to the people of Wisconsin. Tlinois under 
Small has had considerable experience with state 
officials of one sort and another, but we believe 


}that if the voters here found an attorney general 


with such connections and in such activities some 
of them would regard it as a scandal. é 

Wisconsin may doubt its ability to have one and 
that doubt might not be justified. Mr. Ekern 
seems to question it. ~ 


WHY NOT BE REASONABLE? 


The Erie railroad has been running a car float 
through the heart of the city at the busiest hours 
of the day. The float seldom carries more than 
one or two cars and often as not they are empties. 
The float is just too high to clear bridges. 
Twenty-two bridges have. to be raised every time 


of time to thousands of citizens. 

We are inclined to believe that the management 
of the railroad is not alive to the injury which the 
operation of the float during business hours can 
do to the railroad’s good will in the community. 
Accordingly, THe TRIBUNE has telegraphed to the 
president of the Erie suggesting that he issue 
orders to his local agent “to respect the conven- 
lence and business inttrests of the citizens of Chi- 
cago in a more reasonable manner.” S 

It may be safely assumed that the governmént 
will authorize fixed bridges over the river before 
long. If. the railroad intends to continue the op- 
eration of its float under fixed bridges, new equip- 
ment which will clear them will be required in a 
few years. It might get that equipment at once 
without much loss, Meanwhile in its own interest 
the railroad should operate its present float only 
before 6 o’clock in the morning and after 9 o’clock 
at night. It takes years to build up good will, but 
not nearly so long to lose it. 


FRENCH CREDIT. 

It is reported from Paris that Poincare has 
his plan of not seeking an immediate 
ratification of the debt settlements and will try 
to have parliament act before the summer recess. 
It is further said that the bankers have brought 
this about. France will learn that credit is based 
on the belief of the person who extends it that the 
person who is given it will pay. 

When that belief is not justified by what the 
creditor knows of the debtor or has reason to fear 
of him, credit is not given. The first thing for 
France to do in the recovery of financial stability 
is to recognize its debts, make arrangements to 
repay, and thus reéstablish its credit. The ar- 
rangement strikes off a large part of the sum due. 
Mr. Mellon says that it cancels virtually all war 
loans and covers the post-armistice loans at such 
interest as nations usually pay. 

The creditor has taken into account the present 
circumstances of the debtor nation. What is most 
heard in France is denunciation of this adjust- 
ment. It may be that the persons who have 
promoted such opinion and created such sentiment 
have made it politically dangerous for a covern- 
ment to ratify the settlement. Recently an cle- 
ment in Great Britain undertook to do that, but 
the British settlement had been ratified before the 
attack on it came. 

French affairs have not prospered in the time 
of this campaign against settlement. French 
finances have gone from bad to worse. There is 
ne remedy which does not include the debt settle- 
ment. . If the French parliament refuses to ratify 
the settlement, France is without credit. The 
delay of this and the eriticism cf the terms operate 
as a threat of repudiation. If France needs and 
wants outside money, it can never get it by pro 
testing a debt generously treated by the creditor.

GAMBLING ON CHILDREN. 
H® cost to the family of bringing 
up a child from birth to 18 years 
of age has been estimated as being 
$7,233, on an average. This does 

not include the cost of a public school 
education. Nor does it include the ex- 
penses of college education, or the pub- 
lic health work done by health depart- 
ments and public hospitals and public 
clinics. An addition to this series of 
studies made by the Metropolitan Life 
is one dealing with interest ang allow- 
ance for wastage of lives. 

In a proper determination of the cost 
of raising a family there must be a 
charge for loss due to the deaths of 
children under 18 years of age. This 
is figured as $185, arrived at by calcula- 
tions of the average death raté and the 
average age at death of children and the 
cost of bringing a child to that age. 

The allowance for interest is $2,624. 
In arriving at this figure, the investment 
in a child for the first year of its life is 
supposed to be out at the legal rate of 
interest for the remainder of the 18 year 
period. This is duplicated for each of 
the remaining years of the wunder- 
eighteen period. The sum of all these 
interest returns.is well above $2,000. 

When these twd items are added to the 
cost previously determined — namely: 
$7,238, it is found that the total cost 
to a man with an income of $2,500 year- 
ly for raising each child to 18 years of 
age is $10,047. In other words, a man 
with such an income works four years 
to get enough money to feed, clothe, 
care for, and educate each of his children 
18 years old and over. This does not 
include any pay to the mother for the 
domestic work she does; nor pay to any 
other member of the family for any do- 
mestic work. 

The theory is that the person older 
than 18 will be supporting himself: also 
that, before many years, he will be con- 
tributing to the support of the parents. 
The expenditure of the state for educa- 
tion is made on the theory that the edu- 
cated man is a better citizen, with a 
larger earning power for the state and, 
incidentally, for his | family. The 
theories on which health department 
money is spent on children are that in 
this way the cost for hospitals will be 


lessened, and that sound-bodied citizens 
earn more for the state, and that pro- 
motion of public welfare is a function 
of the state. 
But $10,047 is a lot of money to gamble 
on a kid.

AVERAGE FARM 
COSTLY LUXURY, 
CHICAGO HEARS 


Loses $2,120 Yearly, 
E. E. Kennedy Says. 


The average middie west farm 
brings its owner a yea"ly gross income 
of $2,548.40, while the average gross 
operating expense is $4,646.68, leaving 
the average farmer with a net loss 
of $2,120.08. 

Those startling figures were en 
yesterday by E. E. Kennedy, secretary 
of the Illinois Farmers’ union and a 
member of the corn belt committee, 
speaking before the Agricultural club 
of Chicago. He asserted that the data 
had been carefully worked out by ap- 
proved statistical methods and that 
five years were covered to obtain a 
norm. Thus. he said, Mr. Average 
Farmer since 1920 has lost a total of 


How Figures Were Obtained. 


Mr. Kennedy explained the method 
by which the figures were reached. 
The total acreage of all farms was 
first divided by the number of farm- 
ers, the result being that the average 
farm is 136.79 acres. But of that total, 
it is pointed out, one-third is nonpro- 
ductive. 

The total farm income was shown 


as follows: Value of crops sold annual- : 


ly, $899.93; of live stock, including poul- 
try and wool sales, $907.49; of produce, 
including milk and, eggs, $568.91, and 
the rent of the dwelling house, $171.99. 

Operating expense includes a salary 
of $1,800 annually to the farmer and 
his family. Interest on the investment 
—the average farm valuation be 
$18,603.44—is reckoned at $930.17, an 
hired labor at $260. 


Many Other Expenses. 

Interest on personal property, depre- 
ciation of fences and buildings, taxes, 
insurance, purchase of seeds, vet- 
erinary fees, stock feed purchased and 
incidentals bring the total to the $4,- 
646.68 figure.

IDEAL FOR CORN 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


Fargo, N. D., Aug. 2.—[{Special.]—It 
is harvest time in the Red river valley 
of the north. Grain is ripening rap- 
idly and happy harvesters are whistling 
to the tune of fast clicking binder knot- 
.| ters In the fine grain fields in this sec- 
89%} tion of the state. A few ranchers 
Started cutting last week and this 
morning practically every grain grow- 
%\er plunged into his big task of har- 
vesting what is generally called a good 
crop for southeastern North Dakota. 

The weather is ideal for corn, with 
the temperatures climbing near the 90 
mark. Since the recent heavy rains 
here in Cass and adjoining counties 
9% | Corn has been making up for lost time. 


The fields are backward, but many 
ranchers expect a fair crop. None of 
the corn has fired, and much of it is 
shooting tassels and a few fields are 
beginning to show silks. 


Small Grains Look Well. 


There is an abundance of grass and 
weeds coming up in the grain fields and 
ranchers are laying their plans to use 
rural credit money in bringing in hun- 
dreds of head of western breeding ewes 
and feeder lambs to be carried through 
the winter on this cheap feed. 

Unlike many of the dry sections of 
this and other states, ranthers are 
buying all kinds of live stock instead 
of selling. There is already a big crop 
of pigs in this territory and a fair sup- 
ply of cattle. 

Practically all of the small grain 
crops, including hard spring and 
durum wheat, oats, barley, and flax, 
have made a good showing this year. 

Black rust that attacks wheat and 
oats is quite general in this section, 
but it is not expected to cause serious 
losses. 


Wheat Crop Uneven. 


The best fields of wheat will not fall 
below twenty bushels to the acre; the 
crop is somewhat uneven and growers 
estimate the average this season for 
all kinds of wheat will be from ten to 
twenty bushels to the acre. 

Many oat fields here in the horse- 
shoe loop of the Cheyenne river will 
make forty bushels to the acre; the 
average will be in the thirties. Last |. 
year oats averaged thirty-three and 
one-half bushels to the acre. 

Despite the slim crop of barley in 
the western part of Cass county grow- 
ers expect the whole county to aver
